selle rivers. The attack was carried out by the first army under the direct 
command of General Pershing. 


The French are assisting on the right and also on the left. This dispatch

St. Mjkhiel is on the Meuse directly in front of Metz, approximately 33 


miles fr»Bk$iat city and about 23 miles from the Alsace-Lorraine border, and 
is at the apex of the St. Mihiel salient. 


The Americans have captured ten villages and advanced several miles on 


a 10-mile f&frfci 'The immediate objective of the attack is limited to specified 
lines, Ta£ijks>re in action. The greatest number of American troops and 
artillery yet involved in a single operation is engaged in the attack. 
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Metz has been an American objective according to most theories of the 


r>lan of the Allied high command. At this point it has been predicted that the 
, Vmericans might smash a blow that would be aimed at a drive toward the 
^ hine, this being the shortest route to the great industrial valley. General 
i' .arch announced, last week that 93 per cent of the Americans in France were

London, Sept. 12.—An American offensive was begun between the Meuse 


and the Moselle at five o'clock this morning. The region of the Meuse and 
the Moselle is on the Toul front before the important fort of Metz in Germany. 
This is the, point where the American concentration has been for months. The 
American line is within two or three miles of the German border. The battle 
front is approximately 15 miles from Metz. 


The Americans and the French also attacked on the western side of the 


St. Mihiel salient pushing the enemy back in the region of Fresnos, (on the 
northern part of the salient.) This action was on a front of 12 kilometers 
(about 8 miles.) The French are on that salient keeping pace with the 
Americans punching in the side. More than 100 tanks are being used by the 
Americans to push in the reinforced first line of the enemy. In the region of 
Buzant, 12 miles east of St. Mihiel, the tanks drove forward at sunrise. The 
town of Montsec, 7 miles east of St. Mihiel was shrouded in a smoke screen all 
morning long to prevent effective Geraian observation. The weather is ideal 
for the offensive. The Allies have complete supremacy of the air.

London, Sept. 12.—An American offensive was begun between the Meuse 


and the Moselle at five o'clock this morning. The region of the Meuse and 
the Moselle is on the Toul front before the important fort of Metz in Germany. 
This is the, point where the American concentration has been for months. The 
American line is within two or three miles of the German border. The battle 
front is approximately 15 miles from Metz. 


The Americans and the French also attacked on the western side of the 


St. Mihiel salient pushing the enemy back in the region of Fresnos, (on the 
northern part of the salient.) This action was on a front of 12 kilometers 
(about 8 miles.) The French are on that salient keeping pace with the 
Americans punching in the side. More than 100 tanks are being used by the 
Americans to push in the reinforced first line of the enemy. In the region of 
Buzant, 12 miles east of St. Mihiel, the tanks drove forward at sunrise. The 
town of Montsec, 7 miles east of St. Mihiel was shrouded in a smoke screen all 
morning long to prevent effective Geraian observation. The weather is ideal 
for the offensive. The Allies have complete supremacy of the air.
